There can be no industrial peace 


where the rights of labor and cap- 
ital are. not duly recognized and 
protected, each in its special .func- 
tions. 
The co-operation 
of cnpi- 


ial and labor, therefore, is neces- 


. sary to every kind of 
industrial 


progress. 
Where 
antagonism 
is 


fostered, both Surfer and the com-

Th* meeting was \\vll attended, and 


several talented local and out-of-town 
speakers were present, including Rabhi 
J. J. Cur man of Boston, Mayor Thomp- 
son, Habbi Elias Wolfson. Frank Gold- 
man and other?- Atty. Silverblau pre- 
sided, and at the close of the meeting 
resolutions condemning the 
outrages 


against tho Jews, and asking the peace 
conference for justice were adopted and 
a. copy forwarded to President "Wilson. 


Atty. Silverblatt was the nrst speak- 


er, and. said that it was inconceivable 
that Poland, which a short time ago 
had won its freedom after having1 lived 
for centuries under the heel of Rus- 
sian oppression should initiate Its gov- 
ernment with the murder of helpless 
men, women and children. 


The 
treatment, which

countrymen are receiving, the speaker 
declared, was the outcome of the jeal- 
ousy which had existed 
for 
several 


.years, and which was caused by reason 
of the Jews outstripping tho Poles in 
the few activities in which they were 
permitted to engage. 


Thai the Jews are not asking any 


power to send an army to kill the par- 
ticipants in thf:.~a outrages, was the 
.Bpeaker's final statement. He 
added 


that the object of the mass meetings 
which are being held throughout the 


country, 
was to protest *c«ln>t the 


treatment of the Jews, and to call them 
:o the. attention of the civilized world 
in order that the oppressors should be 
,.,r-,ed that once and for 
all 
these 


brutalities must cease. 


Rabbi G'jrman was the next sprak«r 


and made an impassioned 
speech in 


which he denounced the injustice of the 
atrocities and massacre on his coun- 
trymen at the hands of the Poles, and 
expressed the hope that President Wil- 
son would intervene in their behalf. 


rubbi Wolfson, the :text speaker, said 


that the reports from Poland showed 
that the treatment of the Jews is rap- 
idly becoming worse, and that it was 
hish time, FometniricT should be done by 
the civilized powers to put a cheek I" 
it. At Chynow over 100 Jewish women 
wore driven partly dressed from their 
homes, he said, and forced to tramp (•>' 
miles in the biting cold under military 
c-scort 10 the next town. 


At tho clo.sc of his speech be called 


for the singing of a memorial servic* 
by Samuel Kopelman. a cantor of this 
city, who in his official black and whito 
robe, made an impressive figure .is he 
sang the wonderfully weird and solemn 
service. 


Mayor Thompson said that he was 


very glad to be able to show 
by his 


presence that ho believed 
in 
their 


cause, and expressed tho hope thai tho 
resolutions forwarded to the president 
would result in favorable action being 
taken in their behalf. 
He, also spoke 


of the Jewish boys from Lowell wli 
went overseas to do their bit for their 
adopted country. 


Frank Goldman was tho final speak- 


er and emphasized ihe. work done by 
the Jewish boys in th'e. great conflict. 
The war had been fought that democ- 
racy should reign supreme throughout 
tho world, he said, but Poland had still 
continued to oppress the Jews after 
her own freedom had been assured.
